Here the road follows a “lake that disappears 
every fall” for five miles, arriving at Beaver Crossing. You then 
follow the boiling Maligne River up into the mountains through 
12 miles of incomparable scenery.

Lodge you seem to have entered another land 
... the serene and shining new land of Maligne!

Nothing but trout! What a place for a keen fisherman . . . Maligne Lake is the 
most consistently good fishing spot in Jasper Park. This is the place for gamey 
speckled trout, often as large as four pounds, while a few rainbow also inhabit 
the Maligne area. Trim boats and canoes with outboard motors are available 
at the lodge boathouse, and we can usually tip you off about where the biggest 
fellows are striking. 

There’s really exciting fly fishing in the eddies and holes of the Maligne River, 
and smaller -lakes in the area offer splendid opportunities. If you love to fish, 
Maligne is your spot! 

DAILY BOAT TRIPS 

Board one of our big motor launches for a sightseeing cruise to the opposite 
end of the lake. From the water you will discover new and enchanting vistas 
of this superb lake, surrounded on all sides by mighty peaks that rise to heights 
of 11,000 feet. 

EXPLORE MOUNTAIN TRAILS ON HORSEBACK! 

Ride out into the deep silences of virgin mountain forest and remote alpine 
meadows. Lunch by a sparkling mountain stream. Experienced guides are at 
your service for short rides or overnight trail trips. This is the way to explore 
the mountains. Hiking is permitted on all trails.
